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The  Centennial  Committee  expresses  with  grateful  appreciation  the  contributions 
made  by  individual  efforts  in  the  compiling  of  this  book.  Our  greatest  appreciation 
goes  to  the  entire  church  body.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  church  body  seeing  a  need 
for  this,  it  could  not  have  been. 


The  committee  was  charged  initially,  at  the  quarterly  business  meeting  of  July, 
1990,  to  gather  information  and  photographs  and  present  this  in  book  form  to  the 
church  body  in  early  1992.  The  book  and  the  information  would  be  used  in  a 
Centennial  Celebration  in  1992. 

The  committee  very  early  saw  that  the  information  available  to  us  was  far  too  great 
to  present  in  book  form.  To  do  all  possible  to  stay  true  to  our  charge,  and  not  lose 
this  other  information,  we  divided  our  efforts  into  two  categories.  The  first  category 
to  be  to  compile  in  book  form  the  information  we  felt  most  important  and  adaptable 
to  presentation  in  book  form.  The  second  category  would  be  to  ask  the  church  to 
endorse  and  approve  an  area  or  room  in  our  church  as  "archives."  To  be  in  charge  of 
this  room,  its  contents  and  responsibilities  would  be  a  committee  of  five.  It  would  be 
called  the  "Historical  and  Archives  Committee." 

This  motion  was  placed  before  the  church,  and  approved,  in  part,  at  the  quarterly 
business  meeting  October  23,  1991.  Also  approved  was  the  pastor's 
recommendation  that  the  Centennial  Committee  continue  to  serve  until  June  30, 
1993.  This  was  placed  before  the  committee  meeting  of  October  28.  All  present 
agreed  to  remain  on  the  committee  as  requested. 

We  sincerely  request  your  efforts  in  establishing  and  maintaining  this  room  and 
those  responsible  for  its  continuance.  You  will  see,  as  we  have  seen,  there  is  no 
other  way  to  present,  preserve  and  continue  this  effort.  You  will  also  see  a  great 
many  things  we  could  not  fully  document  or  have  space  for,  will  be  displayed  in  this 
room. 

We  would  like  to  say  to  our  younger  members  that  you  will  find  that  as  you  grow 
older  memories  become  more  precious.  We  do  not  expect  you  to  fully  understand  or 
involve  yourselves  so  greatly  in  this  effort.  However,  we  do  believe,  from  your  past 
performance,  that  you  will,  out  of  love  and  respect  for  your  church  and  senior  mem- 
bers, do  those  things  asked  of  you.  In  so  doing  you  will  not  only  add  to  the  joy  of 
others,  you  will  help  to  create  a  roomful  of  memories  you  will  cherish. 


May  God  bless  Lee's  Chapel  Church  in  the  future  as  He  has  so  greatly  in  the  past. 
May  we  be  ever  true  to  His  Son,  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  our  commission  to 
carry  His  gospel  to  the  entire  world.

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DEDICATION -II 


Lee's  Chapel  Church  was  organized  September  15,  1892.  The  text  used  here  is 
copied  from  what  appears  to  be  the  oldest  written  records  of  our  church.  The  books 
were  in  the  possession  of  Brother  Harvey  Hinson.  They  are  now  in  our  "Historical 
and  Archives"  room. 

It  seems  the  primary  reason  for  our  church  coming  into  existence  is  not  land  nor 
buildings.  The  church  covenant  best  gives  this  need.  It  is  handwritten  in  the  church 
records  and  reads  as  follows: 

****** 

Having  been  brought,  as  we  believe  by  the  divine  grace  to  accept  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  as  our  saviour  and  preserver,  we  do  now  solemnly  and  joyfully  covenant  and 
agree,  by  God's  help,  to  walk  together  in  brotherly  love. 

We,  therefore,  enter  into  covenant  as  members  of  this  church  and  as  Christians, 
that  we  will  watch  over  each  other  in  love,  sharing  together  each  other's  joys  and 
sorrows;  that  we  will  not  forsake  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  nor  omit  the 
great  duty  of  prayer  for  ourselves  and  others;  that  by  divine  assistance  we  will  en- 
deavor to  bring  up  those  under  our  care  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord; 
that  in  all  things  we  will  strive  to  exemplify  our  profession  by  a  corresponding  prac- 
tice, to  abstain  from  all  sinful  conformity  to  the  world,  to  be  just  in  our  dealings, 
faithful  in  our  engagements,  and  exemplary  in  all  our  deportment;  that  we  will  ab- 
stain from  the  sale  and  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  as  a  beverage;  that  we  will  sustain 
the  worship,  ordinances,  discipline  and  doctrine  of  this  church;  that  we  will  con- 
tribute cheerfully,  according  to  our  ability,  to  the  support  of  the  ministry,  the  ex- 
pense of  the  church,  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  general  spread  of  the  gospel. 

In  keeping  this  solemn  covenant  may  we  ever  enjoy  the  blessings  and  presence  of 
the  great  Head  of  the  church. 

*************** 

It  seems  our  founding  fathers  felt  they  could  carry  out  all  commandments  of  the 
gospel  and  have  a  joyful  relationship  with  each  other.  This  joy  of  fellowship  and  con- 
cern for  our  brothers  and  our  neighbors  is  very  apparent  even  until  this  day,  one- 
hundred  years  later,  at  Lee's  Chapel. 

The  actual  founding,  or  organizing,  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church  took  place  at  the  old 
Plain  View  School  building.  This  building  was  located  approximately  one  mile  from 
our  church,  on  what  is  now  "Core"  Road. 

It  is  apparent  there  was  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the  doctrine  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptists.  This  is  evidenced  by  two  things,  first  is  the  list  of  names  of  the  first  roll  of 
Lee's  Chapel  Church.  It  contains  ninety-two  members,  forty-five  female,  and  forty- 
seven  male,  who  were  apparently  already  baptized,  born  again  christians. 
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Second,  the  speed  and  haste  with  which  things  were  accomplished.  It  appears 
the  organizational  meeting  was  held  after  a  revival  service  in  this  area.  The  Reverend 
Lunda  Lee,  familiar  with  what  had  to  take  place  before  a  "church"  would  be  accepted 
into  the  conference  or  association  of  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  was  the  guiding 
individual. 

Regardless,  book  one  of  our  church  records,  which  is  now  in  our  "Historical  and 
Archives"  room,  contains  the  following:

The  first  roll  of  membership  is  found  in  the  same  area  of  church  records  as  notes 
on  meeting  of  the  conference  at  Lee's  Chapel  Church  May  13,  1893.  "Conference"  is 
apparently  the  same  as  our  quarterly  business  meetings.  In  copying  the  minutes  of 
these  meetings  the  names  are  deleted.  The  purpose  here  is  to  show  their  manner  of 
conducting  business,  that  some  person  acted,  for  good  or  bad,  and  how  the  church 
reacted. 

*************** 
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Conference  met  at  Lee's  Chapel  May  13th,  1893  and  was  called  to  order  by  the 
moderator.  The  roll  was  called  and  there  being  no  unfinished  business  the  modera- 
tor calls  for  confessions.  A  brother  confesses  walking  disorderly  and  asks  the  church 
to  forgive  him  and  on  motion  he  is  forgiven.  A  brother  confesses  a  disorderly  walk 
and  asks  the  church's  forgiveness  and  on  motion  is  forgiven.  A  brother  confesses 
walking  disorderly  and  asks  the  church  to  forgive  him  and  on  motion  is  forgiven.  A 
brother  confesses  a  specific  disorderly  act  and  asks  the  church  to  forgive  him  and 
on  motion  is  forgiven.  There  being  no  further  confessions  the  moderator  calls  for 
sentures.  One  brother  is  sentured  for  two  specific  acts  of  walking  disorderly  and  on 
motion  is  expelled.  There  being  no  further  senture  the  following  brethren  was  ap- 
pointed for  a  committee  to  look  after  the  interest  of  the  church  and  congregation 
and  see  that  good  order  be  had  during  the  hours  of  service:  J.W.  Williford,  W.D. 
Godwin,  M.K.  Tew,  Sir  W.  Williford.  On  motion  conference  adjourns.

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The  photograph  of  the  church  on  the  opposite  page  was  taken  in  the  1930's.  You 
will  note  the  wings  have  been  added.  According  to  church  records,  the  wings  were 
added  to  the  main  building  in  1925.  The  plain  glass  window  in  the  center  was  the 
same  as  those  all  around  the  building,  the  bottom  half  could  be  raised  for  ventilation, 
latches  on  the  side  were  pushed  into  holes  to  hold  the  window  at  desired  height. 
The  logs  in  front  of  the  church  indicates  automobile  parking  and  also  an  effort 
toward  landscaping. 

The  wooden  steps,  weatherboarding,  ventilation  louvre  at  top  of  gable,  the  style 
boxing  at  eaves,  no  underpinning,  the  type  of  doors  all  indicate  this  to  be  the 
original  main  structure.  Typical  weatherboarding  in  this  area  was  of  unpainted  long 
leaf  pine,  and  was  probably  painted  when  wings  were  added. 

The  committee  agreed  this  photograph  best  represented  the  original  structure  as 
it  was  when  built  on  this  same  site  on  the  land  donated  by  L.M.K.  Tew  and  wife. 

Construction  was  begun  in  1892.  The  exact  date  is  unknown,  but  it  would  seem 
probable  that  since  the  church  was  organized  Sept.  15,  1892,  and  according  to 
records,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  work  began  immediately.  Records  also 
indicate  the  original  structure  has  always  remained  after  every  renovation  or 
addition. 

The  most  recent  "building  program"  has  given  us  a  very  fine  facility,  but  if  history 
is  a  teacher,  be  assured  it  is  only  a  short  time  before  a  structural  need  will  arise. 

Let  us  pray  that  spiritual  zeal  will  keep  pace  with  what  has  been  achieved  in  struc- 
tural development. 

Now,  sit  back,  relax,  let  your  love  for  your  church  and  the  words  and  pictures  on 
the  following  pages  take  you  back  one-hundred  years  to  a  time  of  no  automobiles, 
roads  little  more  than  paths,  no  electricity  or  telephones.  Many  of  the  things  we 
take  for  granted  today  had  not  even  been  thought  of.  The  introduction  by  Sloan 
Wilson  in  James  R.  Spence's  book,  "A  Portrait  of  a  Place  and  Time"  contains  a  verse 
that  seems  appropriate  here;  "His  book  stands  as  a  monument  to  everything  we 
gained  and  lost  as  we  progressed."  Most  certainly  Lee's  Chapel  has  been  richly 
blessed  in  gain.  It  is  this  committee's  desire  that  our  loss  can  be  reduced  by  creating 
and  preserving  in  this  document,  and  other  efforts,  a  record  and  a  portrait  of  their 
efforts.  As  they  struggled  to  go  forward,  let  us  strive  never  to  forget  them  and  to 
continue  the  struggle. 

*************** 
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Immediately  following  the  organizational  meeting  the  brethren  set  about  building  a 
church  building,  and  we  have  been  building  ever  since.  When  referring  to  having 
completed  the  "church  building  program,"  one  has  to  be  careful  with  words  used.  It 
seems  there  has  never  been  a  time  there  was  not  a  building  program. 

When  they  had  cleared  the  building  site  and  decided  exactly  where  to  locate  the 
structure,  Lee's  Chapel  was  started  when  they  drove  the  first  stake  marking  what 
was  probably  the  northwest  corner. 

With  plans  approved  and  material  gathered,  they  set  a  date  to  meet.  Most  were 
farmers,  and  most  of  the  crops  were  harvested  at  this  time  of  year.  Those  at  home 
would  take  on  more  responsibilities,  allowing  "Dad"  time  to  go  help  with  the  church. 

That  fall  morning  in  1892  they  arrived  on  mule  or  horse  drawn  wagon.  Most 
stumps  would  be  pulled  up  by  oxen,  a  dumb  animal  but  very  powerful  and  their 
hooves  and  ankles  allowed  them  to  work  in  terrain  with  roots  and  vines  that  would 
cause  a  horse  or  mule  to  break  a  leg.  In  their  haste  a  large  tree  was  not  cut  quite  low 
enough,  and  as  the  church  settled  over  the  years  it  came  to  rest  on  this  stump.  This 
was  not  corrected  until  the  building  program  of  1984. 

Most  clearing  was  accomplished  by  men  who  took  pride  in  their  ability  to  use  an 
axe  and  a  cross-cut  saw.  After  felling  the  tree,  it  was  probably  pulled  to  the  side  and 
left  intact.  Later  they  would  cut  it  up  and  use  the  hardwood  for  heating  the  building. 
The  pine  and  shrub  would  be  piled  and  burned  outside  on  the  colder  days  ahead. 

The  floor  joists  and  sills  would  be  laid  out  on  seasoned  long  leaf  pine  pillars.  Brick 
pillars  would  be  added  later. 

The  floor  was  a  single  layer  of  long  leaf  pine  boards,  dried  and  tightly  fitted.  It 
would  become  even  tighter  as  they  would  keep  the  floor  wet  by  periodic  cleaning 
with  "corn  shuck"  mop  scourings  of  lye  soap  in  water. 

The  wall  studs  would  be  covered  with  long  leaf  pine  weatherboarding  outside. 
Inside  the  walls  were  stripped  and  covered  with  plaster,  which  was  made  of  lime- 
stone and  sand  with  animal  hair  mixed  in. 

The  ceilings  would  be  covered  with  long  leaf  pine  boards,  and  strips  covered  the 
cracks  where  fitted  together.  This  was  done  to  prevent  leaking. 

The  roof  was  of  wood  shingles,  cut  from  juniper  trees  in  local  swamps.  During  rain 
storms  the  water  would  blow  under  the  shingles  and  drop  to  the  ceiling.  As  the 
wood  became  wet,  it  expanded,  and  after  a  few  minutes  the  leaking  would  stop. 

The  interior,  as  you  entered  either  of  the  two  front  doors,  allowed  you  to  come  di- 
rectly into  the  sanctuary.  There  was  an  aisle  at  each  door  down  to  the  altar. 

On  the  wall  side  of  each  aisle  was  a  row  of  "short"  pews.  In  the  center  was  a  row  of 
longer  pews.  All  were  handmade.  One  of  these  pews  is  in  the  archives  room. 
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On  the  walls,  between  the  windows,  hung  kerosene  lanterns.  These  were  rarely 
used,  as  there  were  no  night  services  scheduled.  A  wood  burning  heater  sat  between 
the  pulpit  and  front  center  pew.  It  was  vented  to  ceiling  with  tin  flue  pipe  where  it 
entered  a  chimney  suspended  in  the  ceiling,  to  go  on  out  through  the  roof.  The 
pulpit  was,  apparently,  just  a  raised  section  at  the  back  wall.  It  seems  this  was  the 
first  area  changed.  Later  the  back  wall  would  be  cut  out,  a  raised  extension  in  the 
form  of  an  oval  with  windows  and  podium  would  be  constructed. 

Water  was  obtained  from  a  pitcher-head  hand  pump  located  near  the  southern  end 
of  the  educational  building.  In  all  probability  there  was  a  "trough"  for  watering  the 
animals. 

The  "restrooms"  for  the  ladies  was  a  wooded  area  directly  behind  the  church.  The 
men  used  the  wooded  area  to  the  south,  toward  what  was  called  Jumpin'  Run,  or, 
the  creek.  Sometime  later  a  toilet  made  of  juniper  was  placed  in  the  back  for  the 
ladies.  The  men  continued  to  use  their  same  facilities. 

In  order  to  add  on  more  room  without  changing  the  basic  structure,  wings  were 
added.  The  heater  was  removed  from  the  center,  and  chimneys  were  built  in  each 
outside  corner  of  wings  and  heaters  placed  at  these  inside  corners.  With  the  added 
room  of  wings,  more  pews  were  needed.  They  were  constructed  of  pine,  solid  seat 
and  solid  backs  tilted  back  a  little  and  also  somewhat  larger,  adding  to  the  comfort. 
Some  say  the  comfort  was  lost  as  they  apparently  placed  the  larger  pews  on  the 
same  rows  as  the  smaller.  The  back  faired  better  but  the  legs  had  little  room  for 
finding  a  comfortable  position.  In  this  same  time  period,  the  flooring  was  also  re- 
done. Pine  flooring  was  placed  over  the  subflooring.  The  wood  shingled  roof  was 
covered  in  galvanized  tin. 

The  next  major  addition  was  four  Sunday  school  rooms  built  on  the  back  of  the 
church.  Out  of  the  center  of  this,  the  choir  loft  was  placed  and  the  pulpit  area 
renovated.  Until  then,  the  choir  used  the  right  wing. 

You  passed  from  the  sanctuary  into  the  Sunday  school  rooms  on  either  side  of  the 
sanctuary.  There  were  doors  in  these  rooms  to  enter  the  corner  rooms,  also  you 
could  exit  the  rooms  into  a  hall  that  had  a  door  to  the  outside.  Along  this  hall  was  a 
storage  area  that  later  would  be  used  to  install  the  baptistry.  The  roof  of  this 
additional  space  was  tied  into  existing  roof  of  the  wings  with  hip  type  roof  and 
followed  the  roof  line  across  the  back. 

The  renovation  of  the  front  looked  like  the  top  picture  on  page  17.  The  recessed 
single  door  was  also  accompanied  by  new  pews.  Two  of  these  pews  are  in  the 
Fellowship  Sunday  School  classroom.  The  walls  were  re-covered  during  this  period 
and  stained  glass  windows  were  installed. 

A  shelter  to  be  used  for  homecomings  and  such  was  started  by  the  Senior  Sunday 
school  class  in  1954.  Hurricane  Hazel  destroyed  the  structure  the  same  year  before 
it  was  completed.  It  was  decided  by  the  church  to  erect  a  fellowship  hall.  The 
fellowship  hall  was  completed  in  1956  as  was  the  bricking  of  the  church.  The  first 
indoor  restrooms,  for  ladies  and  men,  were  in  the  fellowship  hall.  Additional  Sunday 
School  rooms  were  in  the  fellowship  hall. 
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The  completion  of  the  asphalt  shingle  roof,  brick  veneer,  steeple  and  bell,  the 
porch  and  the  fellowship  hall  were  approximately  the  same  period  of  time. 

The  picture  on  page  18  shows  the  sanctuary  after  the  inside  renovations  but 
before  the  addition  of  the  baptistry. 

In  1964,  with  the  first  full  time  pastor,  the  parsonage  was  started  and  hurriedly 
completed. 

The  last  renovation  was  started  after  the  church  voted  at  the  business  meeting  of 
March  4,  1984  to  enlarge  the  sanctuary,  the  fellowship  hall  and  build  additional 
Sunday  school  rooms.  The  building  program  was  started  immediately.  The 
fellowship  hall  was  used  for  the  worship  services  while  the  work  was  being  done  in 
the  sanctuary. 

The  area  between  the  church  and  the  fellowship  hall  was  covered,  putting  all  the 
building  under  one  roof.  The  sanctuary  was  enlarged  by  removing  walls  behind  the 
altar.  To  preserve  the  beautiful  woodwork,  the  entire  altar  was  pulled  back  allowing 
us  to  have  an  additional  seating  of  approximately  one-hundred  twenty  five.  The  most 
gain  was  made  in  the  educational  or  Sunday  school  classrooms.  We  were  able  to 
move  all  Sunday  school  rooms  into  this  building. 

We  have  records  showing  all  building  and  renovation  programs.  This  committee 
felt  it  impractical  to  attempt  to  use  all  information  available  to  us  and  try  to  present 
it  in  a  complete  and  chronological  order.  At  the  same  time  we  wanted  to  present  a 
book  that  would  be  complete,  though  limited,  within  itself.  We  feel  we  have  done 
that. 

We  have  accumulated  a  great  deal  more  material  and  hope  we  have  secured  it's 
preservation  through  the  historical  and  archives  room.  It  is  our  wish  that  future 
committees  will  use  this  material  to  expand  and  enhance  a  more  complete  presen- 
tation on  this  particular  subject.

Picture  of  church  after  bricking  and  steeple  added  —  approxi- 
mate completion  date  early  1960's. 
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In  1892  the  Civil  War  had  only  been  over  twenty  seven  years.  It  had  been  a  night- 
mare for  most  southerners.  A  twenty  year  old  who  had  lost  an  arm  or  leg  in  one  of 
the  fierce  battles  would  be  only  forty  seven  years  old.  A  six  year  old  who  had  lost  dad 
or  brother  would  be  only  thirty  three  years  old.  Our  nation  was  only  twenty  five  years 
from  entering  the  first  World  War. 

As  commerce  and  political  issues  crossed  the  North  and  South  boundaries  the  ha- 
tred and  bitterness  was  assuaging.  Life  was  as  hard  in  the  steel  mills  and  factories  of 
the  North  as  it  was  in  the  southern  cotton  and  tobacco  fields. 

In  1892  there  were  no  paved  roads  in  Sampson  County.  No  automobiles, 
telephones  or  luxuries  of  any  kind. 

Life  was  coming  back  into  the  rural  southland.  Ownership  of  land,  their  political 
rights  having  been  regained,  gave  a  self  reliance  and  determination  that  a  job  in 
town  could  not  give,  in  the  North  or  South. 

Nothing  had  a  greater  impact  on  the  recovery  period  than  did  Christianity  and  the 
local  church.  As  it  has  always  been,  when  all  else  fails,  man  will  turn  back  to  his  cre- 
ator. The  Bible  and  history  books  are  filled  with  this  fact. 

But  another  fact  that  seems  to  become  apparent  in  biblical  and  modern  history  is 
that  the  younger  generation,  in  it's  efforts  to  recover  from  ancestral  mistakes,  re- 
builds on  man  made  laws,  to  prevent  reccurences,  rather  than  God's  laws. 

Men  who  could  read  and  write  fluently  were  scarce.  Women,  finding  more  time  in 
their  duties  of  looking  after  the  home,  were  generally  better  at  reading  and  writing 
than  the  men.  This  has  nothing  to  do  with  ability  or  intelligence,  it  was  part  of  the 
system.  A  man  saw  to  it  that  his  children  learned  to  work  and  provide.  Mom  saw  to 
it  that  the  children  learned  to  read  and  write  well  enough  to  get  by.  Once  a  child 
became  old  enough  to  work  on  the  farm,  this  would  take  precedence  over  school.  So 
Mom,  to  assure  they  used  the  practical  aspects  of  reading,  writing  and  using  their 
numbers,  combined  it  with  what  was  considered  another  essential  in  most  homes, 
reading  the  Bible. 

If  the  Civil  War  gave  the  South  nothing  else,  it  created  a  strong,  self  reliant,  God- 
fearing, Bible  believing  culture  that  is  even  today  referred  to  as  the  "Bible  Belt." 

So,  let's  step  out  under  the  shade  of  the  trees  at  one  of  the  early  "Dinner  on  the 
Grounds"  shortly  after  the  church  is  completed.  The  ladies  are  placing  the  food  on 
the  tables  and  the  youngsters  are  doing  all  they  can  get  by  with. 

Most  men,  though  not  fluent  readers  or  writers  were  doing  what  the  American 
male  has  always  done,  expounding  on  political  issues  and  the  solution  to  all  prob- 
lems. Though  they  read  little  and  wrote  even  less,  they  had  never  forgotten  a  single 
word  they  had  ever  heard. 
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You  can  see  them  now,  in  their  best  clothes,  over  to  the  side  where  the  shade  and 
breeze  was  best,  or  in  the  warmth  of  the  sun,  if  a  cool  day.  Some  are  whittling  sticks 
into  smaller  sticks.  The  longer  curl  a  man  could  make  without  it  breaking  off 
demonstrated  his  ability  to  sharpen  and  use  his  pocketknife.  Some  have  a  foot  prop- 
ped on  a  stump  or  the  hub  of  a  wagon  wheel.  Whatever,  some  were  talking  and  some 
listening,  expounding  and  exchanging  views.  Reading  and  writing  mattered  very  lit- 
tle here.  It  was  what  you  spoke,  your  ability  to  get  a  man's  attention,  how  you  lis- 
tened and  responded  to  his  ideas  and  thoughts.  This  was  what  was  important. 

This  was  not  a  desecration  to  the  church  or  Christianity.  In  this  area,  as  in  most  of 
the  south,  a  man's  politics  were  dictated  by  his  church  taught  convictions. 
Undoubtedly  you  would  have  heard  some  of  the  finest  political  rhetoric  possible  had 
you  been  there.  No,  these  men  did  not  write  a  great  deal,  but  they  spoke  words  and 
conveyed  ideas  and  thoughts  that  stimulated  those  who  could  write. 

Many  members  of  Lee's  Chapel  are  related  and  also  directly  related  to  those  first 
ninety  two  names  on  the  membership  roll.  While  they  take  a  certain  pride  in  this, 
we  also  know,  and  show  it,  that  we  must  be  sure  that  new  members  are  treated  in  a 
way  that  they  know  Lee's  Chapel  is  a  church  family,  with  the  most  important  blood 
being  that  shed  by  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

Lee's  Chapel  invites,  encourages,  and  welcomes  people  on  the  basis  of  our  being  a 
church  family.  If  you  are  a  recently  joined  member  with  no  previous  ties,  you  are  just 
as  much  in  membership  and  fellowship  as  a  direct  descendent  of  that  first  pastor. 

It  is  most  commendable  that  no  evidence  of  divisive  actions  that  indicated  a  pos- 
sible split  in  Lee's  Chapel  membership  has  been  found  by  this  committee. 
Membership  movement  has  been  generated  by  scriptural  interpretation,  such  as 
occurred  with  the  Pentecostal  movement.  Most  people  who  have  moved  for  any 
reason  have  kept  their  ties  and  return  for  various  occasions,  and  when  they  come 
they  are  welcome. 

The  beautiful  picture  of  our  sanctuary  after  the  first  modern  day  renovation  has  an 
inscription,  "Our  Families  Welcome  You."  As  we  strive  to  carry  on  traditional  efforts 
in  our  church,  let  us  retain  that  phrase  completely,  but  broaden  its  invitational 
appeal  by  changing  it  to,  "Our  Family  Welcomes  You."

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LEE'S  CHAPEL  SANCTUARY 


Sanctuary,  in  our  Constitutional  Law  to  secure  separation  of  church  and  state, 
allows  no  form  of  lawful  entrance  into  our  sanctuary  except  what  it  was  built  for. 
Very  few  times  in  our  nation's  history  have  our  churches  used  this  law  to  aid 
violators  of  our  civil  laws. 

Rather,  sanctuary  as  we  interpret  it  is  a  holy,  consecrated  place  where  we  go  to 
worship.  We  do  not  use  it  to  escape  the  world,  but  to  prepare  us  to  live  in  the  world 
and  carry  our  Lord's  gospel  throughout  it.

This  picture  of  our  present  day  sanctuary,  as  beautiful  as  it  is,  is  no  more  beautiful 
than  when  a  section  of  that  first  back  wall  was  cut  out  and  an  oval  type  structure  was 
added  with  windows  side  by  side. 

An  elder  member,  in  quoting  what  he  had  heard  when  he  was  young,  between  two 
members,  one  said  to  the  other  "won't  that  just  the  prettiest  sight  you  had  ever 
seen."  The  reference  was  made  to  the  recessed  pulpit  area  just  after  it  had  been 
completed. 

With  the  windows  forming  an  outward  bow,  light  shining  brightly  from  the  east- 
ward sunlight,  the  preacher  and  song  leader  having  more  room,  it  probably  was  as 
beautiful  as  anything  ever  added  to  our  church.

In  1964  the  church  voted  to  call  the  Reverend  Henry  Armstrong  to  be  its  first  full 
time  pastor.  Reverend  Armstrong  came  in  February,  1965.  In  the  beginning  he  lived 
in  a  rented  house  in  the  Robert's  Grove  community.

This  has  continued  with  the  pastors  who  have  followed  Rev.  Armstrong.  Not  only 
Lee's  Chapel  Church,  but  the  entire  community  appreciates  what  these  men  have 
contributed  to  the  needs  of  our  community.

We  are  deeply  indebted  to  the  men  named  above.  Not  only  do  we  feel  each  was 
called  to  preach  our  Lord's  Gospel,  but  their  lives  were  also  touched  by  God  in  some 
way  to  bring  them  to  preach  that  gospel  from  the  pulpit  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church. 

From  the  beginning  down  through  the  Reverend  C.H.  Coats,  there  was  only 
preaching  services  one  Sunday  a  month.  It  was  similar  to  the  "circuit"  preachers 
that  were  so  instrumental  in  establishing  churches  in  our  country. 


In  1954,  with  Rev.  A.B.  Bryan,  our  congregation  began  having  a  pastor  on  alternate 
Sundays.  The  last  pastor  to  do  this  was  Rev.  James  Joyner. 

In  1964  the  congregation  voted  to  have  a  full-time  pastor.  This  was  Rev.  Henry 
Armstrong.  He  served  as  pastor  from  1964  until  1982. 
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The  Williford  Cemetery  has  for  many  years  served  as  the  place  of  interment  for 
many  of  the  members  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church  and  their  loved  ones.  Prior  to  1976, 
the  Williford  Cemetery  was  maintained  by  the  families  and  friends  of  those  who  were 
buried  there.  This  random  care,  though  appreciated,  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  to 
some  in  that  it  was  not  controlled  and  at  times  the  appearance  suffered. 

At  the  recommendation  of  associates  of  the  church  and  the  cemetery,  Lee's  Chapel 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  assumed  the  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep 
of  the  cemetery.  These  individuals  were  also  authorized  to  implement  a  plan  to 
maintain  the  cemetery.  The  plan  submitted  for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  was 
based  on  voluntary  contributions. 

In  July  1989  committee  members  and  other  associates,  in  looking  to  the  future, 
recommended  that  the  church  purchase  the  undeveloped  portion  of  the  cemetery 
from  the  owner.  This  purchase  was  made  possible  through  the  efforts  and  generosity 
of  church  related  individuals. 

In  September  of  1989,  the  cemetery  committee  submitted  a  plan  to  the  church 
whereby  the  cemetery  would  be  self  supporting.  This  five  year  plan  projects  that  by 
1995,  the  interest  from  the  money  generated  and  placed  in  an  endowment  fund 
would  be  adequate  to  place  the  cemetery  on  a  self-supporting  basis  as  far  as  mainte- 
nance and  upkeep  are  concerned. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  maintenance  of  a  church  and  cemetery  is  a  good  way  to 
weigh  the  attitude  of  a  community.  It  is  our  intent  and  desire  that  Lee's  Chapel 
Church  not  be  found  wanting  in  this  endeavor.

As  Free  Will  Baptists  we  strive  to  maintain  the  doctrines  of  faith  our  church  is 
founded  on.  That  is,  one  hundred  years  ago  Jesus  Christ  was  the  only  name  by  which 
man  could  be  saved.  One  hundred  years  ago  the  Bible  contained  God's  written,  Holy 
Spirit  inspired  word  to  man.  One  hundred  years  ago  certain  things  confirmed  your 
conversion  and  born  again  experience.  Among  these  are  conviction  of  sin,  publicly 
confessing  this  sin  and  asking  Jesus  Christ  into  your  life  as  saviour,  guide  and  friend. 
You  publicly,  are  baptized  by  total  immersion  as  a  symbolic  cleansing,  death,  and 
ressurection  unto  a  new  life  in  Jesus  Christ.  These,  and  many  other  things  have  not 
changed  and  we  strive  to  see  that  they  do  not. 

However,  we  are  individually  accountable,  we  can  put  nothing  between  us  and  our 
Lord.  While  we  believe  the  congregational  church  is  the  best  way  to  fulfill  those 
things  Christ  asked  of  us  in  his  earthly  ministry,  we  cannot  become  so  attached  to 
doctrine  that  we  cannot  hear  the  spirit's  call. 

To  remain  true  to  our  heritage  but  create  means  to  serve  on  a  more  individual  ba- 
sis in  an  ever  changing  environment,  we  have  auxiliaries  that  are  designed  to  assist 
the  individual  as  well  as  the  church. 

The  following  descriptions  of  their  organization  and  specific  endeavors  are  taken 
in  most  part  from  documents  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Centennial  Committee 
by  the  auxiliaries  themselves.  We  have  added  some  items  we  found  in  other  records, 
we  have  deleted  some  items  to  keep  all  documents  as  near  alike  as  we  were  able.  We 
sincerely  thank  each  of  you  for  preparing  these  documents  and  your  willingness  to 
share  them  with  the  church.  Your  actual  document  will  be  preserved  and  entered  as 
the  first  sheet  in  your  particular  book  in  the  historical  and  archives  room.  We  en- 
courage you  to  make  an  annual  entry  in  this  book. 

*************** 

SUNDAY  SCHOOL 

Lee's  Chapel  Church  was  just  over  two  years  old  when  our  forefathers  organized 
what  was  known  as  the  Sabbath  school.  According  to  the  records,  the  Sabbath  school 
was  formed  on  January  14,  1894,  as  the  teaching  ministry  of  the  church.  For  nearly 
sixty  years  after  the  church  was  organized,  there  was  preaching  only  one  Sunday  a 
month.  On  the  other  Sundays,  the  service  was  devoted  to  Sunday  school  and  singing. 
The  choir  would  meet  after  Sunday  school  and  sing.  They  would  practice  all  year  in 
preparation  for  the  annual  Sunday  school  convention  which  was  a  major  event. 
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There  are  no  records  that  indicate  who  the  first  officers  of  the  Sunday  school 
were,  or  how  many  classes  there  were;  however,  it  is  thought  there  were  four  or 
less.  Today,  after  one  hundred  years,  our  Sunday  school  consists  of  more  than  ten 
classes  and  still  serves  as  the  teaching  arm  of  the  church. 

*************** 

CHOIR 

Soon  after  the  church  was  organized  in  1892,  the  records  show  a  song  leader  was 
elected. 

Music  was  an  integral  part  of  the  church  worship  service  in  those  days  just  as  it  is 
today.  For  nearly  60  years,  there  was  preaching  only  one  Sunday  a  month,  and  on  the 
Sundays  when  there  was  no  preaching,  the  choir  would  meet  after  Sunday  school 
and  sing  until  noon. 

Early  every  spring,  the  choir  would  order  new  song  books,  and  learn  new  songs  in 
preparation  for  the  Sunday  school  convention  which  was  the  highlight  of  the  church 
year. 

The  Sunday  school  convention  was  the  gathering  of  the  church  choirs  in  the  Cape 
Fear  Conference  on  a  certain  Saturday  in  October  for  an  all-day  sing.  For  many  years 
the  crowds  were  so  large  that  the  buildings  would  not  accommodate  those  attending 
and  the  singing  was  held  outside.  Seats  were  made  by  laying  boards  on  blocks. 
Dinner  was  served  on  the  grounds. 

We  have  had  only  three  choir  directors  in  our  100  years.  The  choir  is  as  important 
today  as  ever  as  being  the  primary  unit  of  musical  worship. 

We  also  commend  and  appreciate  the  efforts  made  by  the  choir  and  directors  in 
encouraging  the  individuals  who  perform  so  well  vocally  and  instrumentally  in  our 
church.  Also,  their  encouragement  to  the  directors  of  the  younger  groups  is  so 
greatly  appreciated.

WOMAN'S  AUXILIARY 

The  present  day  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church  is  an  outgrowth  of  an 
organization  called  "The  Ladies'  Aid  Society  of  Lee's  Chapel  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church." 

The  Ladies  Aid  Society  was  organized  on  April  8,  1923,  when  a  body  of  the  church 
met  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  society  and  appointing  a  slate  of  officers, 
which  would  be  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary/treasurer,  assistant  secretary, 
assistant  treasurer,  and  a  program  committee  of  four. 
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This  group  of  dedicated  christians  led  the  newly  formed  body  in  becoming  a  very 
strong  and  viable  arm  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church.  The  first  meeting  was  held  at  three 
o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  April  21,  1923. 

These  dedicated  women  with  wisdom  and  vision  laid  a  wonderful  foundation  for 
the  Lee's  Chapel  Woman's  Auxiliary,  as  it  is  known  today. 

Despite  the  financial  and  travel  hardships,  the  original  minutes  show  twenty  five 
members  on  the  society's  roll.  On  a  membership  roll  of  Dec.  24,  1923  there  are 
thirty  three  listed  members. 

The  group  met  once  monthly,  on  Saturday  afternoon.  Dues  were  ten  cents  for  each 
member.  Their  form  of  service  was  carefully  documented  in  recorded  minutes.  The 
format  included  devotional  exercises,  prayers,  collection  of  dues,  reading  minutes 
and  roll  call,  discussions  and  lectures  on  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  Ladies'  Aid 
Society. 

This  organization  formed  more  than  sixty  eight  years  ago  was  very  interested  in 
the  welfare  of  the  church  and  the  needs  of  the  community,  including  the  sick,  be- 
reaved, and  those  suffering  from  financial  distress. 

In  January  1924,  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  order  a  communion  set  for  the 
church  so  that  it  would  arrive  in  time  for  the  next  quarterly  meeting,  at  which  time 
communion  would  be  observed.  To  do  this  the  money  was  borrowed.  Special  collec- 
tions were  sought  for  this  project.  The  records  show  that  contributions  ranged  from 
five  cents  to  two  dollars,  with  most  being  twenty  five  or  fifty  cents.  On  Feb.  13, 
1924,  $59.96  was  paid  for  the  communion  set,  which  included  collection  plates. 
These  items  served  the  church  well  and  were  replaced  only  a  few  years  ago. 

The  good  works  and  needs  of  those  early  society  members  have  continued,  and 
the  commitments  have  expanded  and  grown  as  each  new  officer  and  each  member 
has  contributed  something  of  herself  into  supporting  the  causes  of  the  church, 
ministering  to  the  sick  and  bereaved,  and  the  needy.  Their  acts  of  love  and  kindness 
have  all  been  for  the  glory  of  God  and  to  assist  Lee's  Chapel  Church  attain  the  maxi- 
mum in  christian  growth  and  community  service. 

A  Young  Woman's  Auxiliary  was  organized  in  the  early  1950's  and  later  dissolved. 

*************** 

MEN'S  FELLOWSHIP 

The  Men's  Fellowship  of  Lee's  Chapel  Church  was  formed  in  July  of  1988,  as  a  re- 
sult of  our  pastor's  desire  that  the  men  of  the  church  have  an  organization  through 
which  to  promote  the  growth  of  christian  ideals  within  our  church  and  community. 

The  fellowship  was  formed  on  sound  christian  doctrine  hoping  to  give  all  who 
would  join  a  better  opportunity  to  prepare  for  witnessing  and  serving  our  church. 
The  monthly  breakfast  meetings  are  informal  and  through  this  congenial  christian 
atmosphere,  the  men  of  the  church  can  learn  how  to  better  serve  our  Lord.  The  or- 
ganizational structure  will  be  that  of  committees,  as  all  who  attend  are  encouraged 
to  become  involved. 
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The  objective  of  our  Men's  Fellowship  is  to  organize  the  men  of  our  church  to  bet- 
ter serve  our  Lord  and  his  church.  This  can  best  be  accomplished  by  concentrating 
our  efforts  in  the  area  of  "Home  Missions."  There  is  a  great  need  to  reach  out  to 
those  within  our  own  community.  A  commitment  to  the  "Great  Commission"  was 
officially  adopted. 

In  addition  to  an  outreach  program,  our  Men's  Fellowship  desires  to  serve  and 
support  our  church  and  denominational  ministries.  Targeted  areas  for  support  are 
the  Williford  Cemetery,  Church  Bus  Program,  Mount  Olive  College,  Home  Missions, 
Foreign  Missions,  and  Cragmont  Assembly.  It  is  our  desire  that  through  our  efforts 
our  church  can  experience  even  greater  spiritual  growth.

LEE'S  CHAPEL  FRIENDLY  SENIOR  CITIZENS 

In  May,  1984,  the  pastor  of  Lee's  Chapel  requested  all  interested  senior  citizens  to 
meet  on  Tuesday,  May  15,  1984,  to  form  a  "Senior  Citizens  Group"  for  the  church 
and  community. 

The  pastor  presided  at  the  meeting,  which  was  held  in  the  fellowship  hall  of  Lee's 
Chapel  at  12:00  noon.  Each  one  present  brought  a  covered  dish,  which  was  enjoyed 
by  all. 

The  group  voted  to  name  the  club  "The  Friendly  Senior  Citizens,"  to  meet  the  first 
Tuesday  of  each  month.  The  members  were  to  bring  a  covered  dish  for  the 
noontime  meal. 

Slate  of  governing  offices  would  include  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary  and 
a  treasurer.  There  were  eighteen  charter  members  at  this  organizational  meeting. 

In  1988,  the  senior  citizens  from  Moore's  Senior  Citizen  Village  were  invited  to 
join  our  group.  The  activity  director  for  the  Moore's  Senior  Citizen  Village  brings 
them  out  on  a  van  to  join  in  the  fun  and  fellowship.  We  enjoy  their  participation,  and 
they  also  enjoy  the  meetings. 

A  program  committee  is  appointed  each  month,  which  assures  a  varied  program. 
We  have  speakers,  musical  programs,  trips  to  various  places,  and  an  occasional 
yard/bake  sale  to  replenish  our  treasury,  which  is  used,  as  needed,  for  our  members, 
as  well  as  various  worthwhile  church  and  community  projects. 

This  club  has  added  a  great  deal  of  enjoyment  to  our  older  members  of  the  church 
and  community.  We  have  enjoyed  the  fellowship,  food,  programs  and  activities  of- 
fered, and  the  close  ties  that  bind  us  together.  We  miss  the  ones  that  are  no  longer 
with  us,  and  would  certainly  welcome  any  new  member  who  would  like  to  join  us. 

************** 
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The  Alyne  Elmore  Circle  held  its  first  organized  meeting  on  March  4,  1974.  This 
circle  was  formed  because  several  young  women  within  the  church  felt  the  need  to 
branch  off  from  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary.  These  young  women  realized  that  a  smaller 
group,  working  together  for  the  Lord  and  his  ministry,  could  do  a  great  deal  for  his 
cause. 

The  pastor  presided  at  the  first  meeting  which  was  held  in  the  church  sanctuary. 
After  he  had  a  devotion  and  prayer,  the  pastor  read  the  purpose  and  meaning  for  the 
establishment  of  the  circle.  Temporary  officers  were  appointed  by  the  pastor,  and  a 
nominating  committee  was  selected  in  order  to  present  a  slate  of  officers  at  the 
next  meeting.  The  circle  unanimously  voted  to  name  this  newly  formed  circle  the 
Alyne  Elmore  Circle. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  candidates  were  presented  and  voted  for  the  following 
offices:  chairman,  co-chairman,  secretary,  treasurer.  The  pastor  installed  the  offi- 
cers at  this  meeting.  It  was  also  decided  that  the  circle  colors  would  be  blue  and 
white.  We  agreed  to  invite  any  young  woman  within  our  church  and  community, 
from  18  years  on,  to  become  a  part  of  our  circle.  We  voted  to  have  two  sponsors  of 
our  circle.  Two  ladies  were  selected  and  they  accepted. 

From  the  very  first  meeting  until  the  present  day,  the  goal  of  this  circle  has  been 
to  work  as  a  part  of  our  church  and  work  for  the  ministry  of  our  Lord.  Over  the 
years,  the  circle  has  branched  out  to  minister  in  nursing  homes  and  in  the  homes  of 
shut-ins  in  our  church  and  community.  We  have  shared  the  gospel  through  the 
word,  song,  and  shared  our  love  with  these  people. 

Missions  has  always  been  a  priority  of  our  circle.  We  have  helped  over  the  years  by 
buying  bicycles  for  missionaries  and  financially  supporting  them.  We  continue  to 
support  this  most  important  part  of  God's  ministry  by  sending  a  monthly  financial 
donation  to  help  support  our  foreign  missionaries. 

We  have  also  helped  to  support  our  children's  home  at  Middlesex.  We  have  helped 
to  send  supplies  and  necessities  to  the  home.  The  Alyne  Elmore  Circle  also  helped 
to  sponsor  children  from  the  home.  This  was  not  only  by  giving  money,  but  we  also 
brought  the  children  into  our  homes  at  various  times  and  kept  them  over  the  week- 
end. 

The  circle  has  also  started  some  ministries  for  the  Lord  with  our  own  church.  We 
began  the  purchasing  of  Our  Daily  Bread  devotion  books  for  the  people  of  our 
church.  Thanksgiving  services  have  been  presented  at  the  Sunday  night  worship 
services  by  our  circle  members.  We,  along  with  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  sponsor  a 
sunrise  service  each  Easter  Sunday  morning.  White  Bible  services  are  sponsored  by 
our  circle  for  those  young  ladies,  who  are  a  member  of  our  circle  before  they  are 
married.  We  also  give  those  young  ladies,  who  are  not  members  of  the  circle  but  are 
members  of  our  church,  and  all  young  men,  who  are  members  of  our  church,  a  white 
Bible  before  their  marriage.  Senior  Citizens  have  always  been  a  priority  for  our  circle. 
We  have  shown  our  love  and  appreciation  for  them  by  having  suppers  and  socials  for 
them.  We  also  go  Christmas  caroling  at  their  homes  and  give  them  a  small  token  of 
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our  love.  The  Alyne  Elmore  Circle  has  played  a  large  role  in  showing  our  pastors  how 
much  we  love  and  appreciate  them  by  sponsoring  Pastor's  Appreciation  Day.  Giving 
love  offerings  to  people  within  our  church  and  community  is  another  way  we  try  to 
show  God's  love. 

God  has  truly  blessed  this  circle  from  its  very  beginning.  Not  only  have  we  grown 
in  number,  but  we  have  grown  spiritually.  The  Alyne  Elmore  Circle's  prayer  is  that 
we  will  continue  to  support  God's  work  here  on  earth  and  promote  his  kingdom 
until  he  returns.

YOUTH  AUXILIARIES 

All  youth  programs  of  our  church  are  under  the  direction,  control  and  sponsorship 
of  the  church.  As  a  church  body  we  put  great  emphasis  on  encouraging  our  youth  to 
participate  in  the  services  of  the  church.  By  teaching,  witnessing,  testifying,  and 
being  a  living  example  we  try  to  encourage  them  to  make  a  commitment  to  accept 
Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  of  their  lives  at  an  early  age,  to  accept  the  Bible  as  the  true 
word  of  God,  to  serve  him  anyway  they  can,  especially  through  the  congregational 
church. 

Indirectly  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  is  responsible  for  direction  and  sponsorship  of 
youth  groups. 

A  Youth  Auxiliary  is  described  in  the  following  way  in  "This  is  Your  Church"  by  C.F. 
Bowen: 

1.  Is  the  worship  and  activity  agency  for  youth  in  the  church. 

2.  Provides  worship  opportunities  and  speech  training  for  all  young  people  from 
children  to  late  teenagers. 

3.  Offers  opportunities  for  declamation  and  essay  competition  statewide. 

4.  Sponsors  fellowship  and  wholesome  relationships  between  young  people  in  dif- 
ferent churches  of  our  district. 

5.  Develops  greater  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the  local  church. 

We  think  you  will  see  from  the  programs  we  have  at  Lee's  Chapel,  all  the  above  op- 
portunities are  present  for  our  young  people.  We  strongly  urge  all  of  the 
membership  to  promote  these  programs  that  help  the  young  to  become  stronger  in 
a  christian  life,  and  help  them  to  make  a  commitment  by  faith,  asking  Jesus  Christ 
to  become  Lord  of  their  lives. 

The  first  youth  programs  of  our  church  consisted  of  the  "Cherubs,"  the  "AFC"  and 
the  "YFA."  The  purpose  of  each  division  is  the  same.  Age  is  the  main  factor.  Cherubs 
are  age  two  years  through  five.  AFC  I  are  age  six  through  eight,  AFC  II  are  age  nine 
through  twelve.  The  YFA  are  age  thirteen  through  nineteen.

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TAC 


TAC  is  a  recently  organized  program  for  all  teenagers.  It  was  an  effort  when  our 
teen  numbers  were  low  to  combine  a  broader  age  group  to  get  a  number  sufficient  to 
have  their  programs. 

Leadership  organization  is  under  two  adult  directors  assisted  by  the  pastor.  The 
express  purpose  for  organizing  TAC  was  that  they  could  get  more  involved  with 
church  activities  and  create  activities  of  their  own. 

The  meetings  are  held  on  the  fourth  Sunday  night  of  each  month. 

TAC  stands  for  "Teens  Adore  Christ."  This  name  was  selected  by  the  teenagers  in 
the  group. 

*************** 

CHILDREN'S  CHURCH 

Children's  Church  was  organized  in  April  of  1988  by  the  pastor.  The  idea  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Deacon  Board  in  the  fall  of  1987  and  it  was  approved. 

Funds  were  immediately  donated  to  purchase  a  television/VCR  combo  set  for  chil- 
dren's Bible  videos.  The  old  and  new  testament  videos  were  also  donated. 

Children's  Church  began  in  May,  1988.  A  puppet  ministry,  which  is  very  appealing 
to  young  and  old,  was  also  organized  in  conjunction  with  Video  Ministry.  The  first 
Sunday  of  each  month  is  designated  as  Video  Sunday  and  the  third  Sunday  of  the 
month  is  Puppeteer  Sunday. 

In  addition,  the  Youth  Church  has  visiting  speakers,  and  visits  other  churches  and 
gives  programs  for  special  christian  occasions  which  are  designed  to  be  more 
appealing  to  the  young  people.

THE  SENIOR  YOUTH  CHOIR 

The  Senior  Youth  Choir  was  organized  in  1968  under  the  name  of  "Lee's  Chapel 
Youth  Choir  Action  Singers."  There  are  usually  two  adult  directors,  who  are  also  the 
music  directors.  Pianists  and  organists  are  either  selected  from  the  group  or  are 
adult  volunteers.  There  is  also  a  clerk  for  maintaining  records  and  assisting  direc- 
tors. 

In  1981  the  choir  became  known  as  "The  Senior  Youth  Choir."  In  addition  to 
performing  as  a  choir  in  our  church,  the  Senior  Youth  Choir  is  very  active  in 
performing  at  other  churches  and  visiting  the  local  nursing  homes.  They  are  also 
very  active  in  working  with  the  church  choir  in  presenting  special  musicals  on 
occasions  such  as  Easter  and  Christmas.

JUNIOR  YOUTH  CHOIR 

The  Junior  Youth  Choir  was  formed  from  the  Original  Youth  Choir  because  of  the 
difficulty  in  teaching  the  same  music  to  children  of  such  varied  ages.  It  was  the  con- 
sensus of  the  leadership  that  a  choir  for  children  ages  three  to  ten  should  be  orga- 
nized. 

The  purpose  of  the  Junior  Youth  Choir  was  to  promote  early  musical  training  and 
to  instill  christian  ideals  through  worship  in  song.  The  spiritual  training  of  our  youth 
is  vital  to  the  continued  growth  and  development  of  our  church. 

Over  the  years,  there  have  been  many  who  have  given  of  their  time  and  talent  to 
work  with  our  Junior  Youth  Choir.  The  results  of  their  efforts  is  clearlv  seen  in  our 
church  today  as  many  of  these  young  children  have  grown  up  and  are  actively 
involved  in  other  areas  of  service  within  the  church. 

It  is  our  goal  to  continue  this  training  and  development  of  our  younger  children 
through  music  as  it  is  apparent  that  our  youth  are  our  leaders  of  tomorrow. 

*************** 

YOUTH  FELLOWSHIP 

Our  Denominational  Church  is  statewide.  The  state  is  divided  into  seven  confer- 
ences. Our  conference  is  the  Cape  Fear  Conference.  Several  of  the  churches  in  our 
conference  are  very  close  by,  all  are  within  a  one  hour  drive. 

The  primary  goal  of  the  Youth  Fellowship  is  to  bring  these  youth  together  that  they 
may  meet  each  other,  fellowship  together,  and  learn  of  the  structures  of  the  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  Denomination.  The  youth  through  the  adult  leadership  are  taught  to 
conduct  the  services  and  business  meetings  and  the  importance  of  achieving 
harmony  and  growth  in  our  state-wide  conventions. 

There  is  one  meeting  each  month,  the  first  Saturday  at  7:30  p.m.  The  meetings 
are  at  a  different  church  each  month.  The  adult  leaders  of  the  fellowship  strive  for 
participation  from  all  churches.  The  Cape  Fear  Conference  has  thirty  three  churches 
and  we  only  meet  at  each  church  about  once  every  two  years. 

The  Youth  Fellowship  is  sponsored  by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  Annually,  they  ap- 
point two  adult  directors  whose  primary  function  is  to  meet  with  conference  direc- 
tors, keep  the  church  informed  of  functions,  and  encourage  participation  in  these 
activities. 
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It  is  the  desire  of  those  involved  that  we  will  in  some  way  promote  greater  growth 
of  our  church,  our  conference  and  state-wide  membership.  We  are  proud  to  see 
these  very  young  people  grow  as  christians  and  take  responsibilities  in  leadership 
roles  in  their  teen  years. 

***************** 

BUS/VAN  MINISTRY 

Our  bus  and  van  ministry  is  one  of  the  more  recently  established  efforts  of  our 
church  to  promote  growth.  The  funds  for  the  expense  is  in  our  annual  budget,  but 
the  larger  expenses  are  from  donations  for  the  specific  needs  and  expenses  that 
arise. 

Any  group  in  our  church  has  access  to  the  vehicles,  but  they  are  used  primarily 
when  a  group  feels  that  traveling  together  will  be  beneficial  in  fellowship  or 
expense. 

It  is  a  great  way  for  a  small  number  of  adults  to  take  a  large  number  of  young 
people  to  meetings  or  fellowship  trips.  The  same  is  true  for  adult  groups,  in  that  not 
only  do  they  enjoy  the  fellowship,  but  they  eliminate  the  problems  of  staying 
together  and  parking  their  vehicles  together.  The  bus  is  also  used  often  for  groups 
such  as  the  young  people  and  circle  members  in  visitations  and  Christmas  caroling. 
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We  wish  to  thank,  on  behalf  of  the  church  and  the  centennial  committee,  the  fol- 
lowing for  contributions  helpful  in  putting  this  booklet,  the  historical  and  archives 
room  and  programs  together.

Sunday  School
